Bill Stafford, Saint Joseph’s College 
Director of Admissions, as well as 
Assistant Director Jim Foote and Ad- 
missions Counselor Ed Feicht, are the 
latest staff members to depart Saint 
Joseph’s for new positions elsewhere, 
leaving one holdover from the admis- 
sions staff for the 1975-76 school 
year. 

The resignations of Stafford and 
Foote, and the releasing of Feicht 
means that nine administrators have 
either left or have announced leaves 
from the college within the past two 
months. 

Foote and Feicht will work in the 
federally-sponsored Manpower Train- 
ing Program out of Rensselaer, while 
Stafford will accept a Director of 
Admissions and Financial Aid post at 
Embry-Riddle Aeronautical Universi- 
ty in Daytona Beach, Fla.

The records and achievements won by Thordsen could more 
than double the space provided for this column. 

Yet, in defense of their first outright ICC crown, the Pumas 
will return starters Kyle Wiggs, Ron Johnson, Duane Gray and 
Gerry Klamrowski, and reserves Pete Santana, Charles Hick- 
man and Greg Stegeman. Of course the Saints will miss 
Thordsen, but their success depends on how well they can pick 
up the sjack left by him. 

George Post's baseballers are providing stiff competition 
for all opponents, and, so far, have come out on top in 12 of 
20 games. 

Next year. Post will lose ace pitchers Jerry Walsh and 
De'nny Stitz, but the Pumas should return a nucleus for an ICC 
contender for the next two years. 

The 1976 Pumas will field this year's entire lineup Intact 
with outfielders Barry Blane, Nick Calo and Tom Knipp, plus 
infielders Mark Hahn, Greg Best, Warren Gephart, Pete Emer, 
and catcher Jeff Taylor. Also, reserves Larry Kline, Steve Stitz* 
Rico Heirman and Mark Oliver will be back. Returning pitchers 
include Kevin Boyle, Mark Yogan, Blane and Tim Kuhar. 

We conclude that each team will finish high in ICC com- 
petition in its respective sport. Each team should have the 
balance needed to remain competitive. Each team will rely on 
the few seniors for the stability and poise, but, once again, 
most of the manpower will come from juniors, sophomores, and 
upcoming freshmen.

Thordsen has won a $1,000 
NCAA postgraduate scholarship 
for study at the university or 
professional school of his choice. 


NCAA Executive D i r e c t o r 
Walter Byers told Saint Joseph’s 
in announcing the scholarship, 
“Considering the number of po- 
tential candidates across the 
country, this award stands as a 
significant honor for Jim Thord- 
sen and a tribute to your insti- 
tution.” 

Dave Daniel of the NCAA 
staff in Shawnee Mission, Kan., 
explains “each year the NCAA 
awards 80 such scholarships, 33 
to football players, 15 to basket- 
ball players and 32 to athletes 
in other sports. In the eyes of 
the NCAA Postgraduate Scholar- 
ship Committee, Jim ranks as 
one of the top 15 basketball 

scholar-athletes in the nation.”

A native of Santurce, Puerto 
Rico, Thordsen established him- 
self as the outstanding eager in 
Saint Joseph’s history during his 


four-year varsity career. He es- 
tablished more than 50 individual 
college basketball records and 
ranks as the leading all-time 
SJC scorer with 2148 career 
points. 

In addition, Thordsen. was the 
most valuable player on the Pu- 
mas afld in the Indiana Collegi- 
ate Conference for the past three 
years. His MVP honor marked 
the first time in the league’s 25- 
year history that one player had 
won the award three times. 

Just before Thordsen’s final 
home game in Alumni Fieldhouse 
last Feb. 22, the college esitab- 
lished an academic scholarship in 
his name, “preferably to go to a 
deserving Puerto Rican student.” 
It marked the first time in school 
history that a... scholarship had 
been named after a current stu- 
dent.
